Claims 39-41 , drawn to the antibody and the method of detecting using the antibody, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 . 

V. Clam 42, drawn to a method to assess the ability of binding of OPG with candidate 
substance, classified in class 435, subclass 7.8. 

VI. Claims 43-45, drawn to a method of regulating levels of OPG in an animal with a nucleic 
acid encoding OPG, classified in class 514, subclass 44.
